For years past Ihe selection of a 


national flourr has been much Uis- 
cnssed. This is the first time an at- 
tempt has been made by a sort ot 
plebiscite or general vote to choose 
«ach an emblem. In other countries 
the adoption of a national f oner ha* 
been due to some actual occurrence 
or to some legendary story. That of 
France is perhaps the first and most 
famous. It was adopted by LonU 
VII, vvho reigned frota 1151 to 
116-X 


Ks bad Ihe fleur-de-lis represented in 
go!d ever Ihe aiare blue mantle worn 
by his son Philip when the latter was 
crowned a joist king. It Is (aid the 
design was not taken from a real 
flovter. but was brought down from 
Heaven by an angcL It is also prob- 
able that it wau originally Ihe •"flcur- 
de-IjouM." vrhich by a translation in 
rcealng became "Ceur-de-lys" or "lis"* 
or "lace."

In Ihe discussion of an American 


national emblem the golden rod. sun- 
flower, morning glory, !\orey*uckle 
or columbine, corn flower and others 
have been proposed- Tte goMen rod 
apparently bas been rno>t in favor. 
but there is one objection to it. It* 
feathery form does not lend 
itself 


readily tr» the conventional drawing 
which secras to be regarded as neces- 
sary in heraldic ornamentation. Tie 
requirement is an important one in 
the choice of a suitable emblem. It 
would be represented on banners, in 
decorations, in jewelry and in a score 
of other ways, and it is not ea«y to 
so represent the golden-rod. These 
points are likely to receive grave con- 
sideration if congress should ever act 
on the suggestion to select a national 
flower, which doe* not 
now 
seem 


probable. If a floral emblem is ac- 
cepted by the people it will probably 
be due to soiae jreat sentiment.

From long and carefal studies of 


the atmospheric conditions in north- 
ern Ormany, Herr M. O. Couz. of 
llamburg, has taken up the question 
of the industrial application of the 
winds which are alwavs abundant in 
that region. 
He has discovered a 


system of electric regulators to ob- 
viate the inconvenience of the varia- 
tion In the velocity of the wind. To 
put his ideas in practice Herr Coci 
appealed to F. Xeyman. a manufac- 
turer of wiadraills at Wittkiel, who 
put a large windmill at his disposi- 
tion. The wheel Lad a regulator 
to keep its speed constant for a cer- 
tain numlier of 
turns when 
the 


minimum velocity of the wind to keep 
it moving at that speed had been ex- 
ceeded. This wheel, which ia a tem- 
pest czn furnish thirty horsepower, 
charges a large storage battery for 
electric lighting and power at Witt- 
kiel. Eoar.e experiment* were zaade 
and the remits surpassed all expecta- 
tion. These experiment*, which were 


nortt»«sl, ta a fay^.\*.t part of the rttr.
